Faced with the most difficult schedule in the country, the 1984 Salisbury State College field hockey team is in a position to come 
out ahead of the game, says third-year head coach Karen Weaver (Lock Haven ’80). 

The Sea Gulls lose five starters from last year’s 13-7-1 team, which finished the season in the number seven spot in the nation but 
did not receive a bid to NCAA Division II| post-season play. However, they do have six starters returning, three of them seniors. 

GK-Mary Holmead (Northern, Chesapeake Beach, MD) is one of the returning seniors, but is being challenged for her position by 
several other players. Holmead recorded 117 saves and four shutouts last season, but due to injury, was forced into spectator status on 
occassion. Weaver will have a surplus of talent from which to choose a starter. 

Another senior, Courtney Vaughn (Westminster, Sykesville, MD), will figure to be a big part of the 1984 Sea Gull season from her 
defensive position. ‘‘Courtney is the keystone to our defense,’’ says Weaver, who has brought the Sea Gull program from a 5-9 record 
in 1982 to its national ranking now through good defense and shot selection. ‘‘She’s an outstanding player.’ 

Teresa Johnson (Laurel, Laurel, DE) will be the third senior to see action this year, switching between midfield and defense. Along 
with Vaughn, Johnson is looked to for defensive leadership and maturity. Junior Diane Richards (Liberty, Sykesville, MD) and sopho- 
more Betsy Sprinkel (Severna Park, Severna Park, MD) round out the defensive unit. 

Junior Judi Scofield (Newton, Newton, NJ) and sophomore Stacy Stem (Liberty, Westminister, MD) will anchor the midfield 
area along with freshman Diane Swetnam (Warren Hills, Oxford, NJ). ‘Stacy was real strong for us last year, ’’ says Weaver. Stem 
scored five goals and six assists in 1983. 

“Both the Scofields play extremely well for us,’ says Weaver of the sister combination of Judi and Sue, who plays attack. “Whether 
they are at attack or midfield, they play well together. They played side-by-side in high school and they may do it here.” 

Sue Scofield should be one of the two attack terrors of this year’s sophomore class, the other being Terri Timmons (Parkside, 
Delmar, MD). As a freshman, Timmons set the school on fire, scoring a freshman record 26 goals and six assists. Weaver hopes to 
see her doing much of the same in 1984. 

Through recruiting, Weaver has come up with quite a few bright young stars. This year, several of those stars may be starting. 
Diane Swetnam at midfield, Amy Gootee (Laurel, Laurel, DE) at mid/def and Terri Buysse (Magruder, Rockville, MD) at attack. 
“Terri is going to be a real player for us,’ comments Weaver. ‘‘She has a lot of the natural instincts that a player needs. She enjoys 
the game and has showed us a lot during the preseason.” 

But the season itself is the thing that Weaver is concerned with. With a 16-game schedule which doesn’t include the playoffs yet, 
the Sea Gulls face the toughest schedule in the country to prove that they are qualified to be chosen for national postseason play. 

Weaver and assistant coaches Jennifer Sayre and Gena Fraley have been tuning up their charges for the likes of national champion 
Trenton State, runner-up Ithaca College and number three Tufts University. The 1984 schedule includes the top eight teams according to 
last year’s final NCAA poll, as well as teams ranking in the ’teens in Division II] and teams ranking even higher in a different division.

In say 1982, Weaver inherited a team that finished the 
season with a record of 5-9. But through the initiation of a 
highly successful recruiting program as well as intense coach- 
ing methods, Weaver’s 1983 squad ended its season with the 
number seven spot in the nation and a 13-7 record. 

A member of the Mitchell & Ness Sporting Goods and 
College Field Hockey Coaches Association’s All-America selec- 
tion committees, Weaver’s national contacts have allowed 
several SSC players to be recognized as All-Americans in the 
past two years. 

Weaver has been selected as editor of the NAGWS Guide for 
Field Hockey until 1986, having been a frequent contributor to 
the national field hockey magazine, The Eagle, as well as other 
national and regional publications. She is a member of the U.S. 
Olympic Field Hockey Development Committee and has been 
head clinician for U.S. development clinics since 1981. 

Weaver has also developed a nationally competitive indoor 
field hockey program, a new step for Salisbury State and col- 
leges in this region. 

Aside from her duties as field hockey coach, Weaver is the 


College’s women’s lacrosse coach and an instructor in the Physical 
Education Department, having received her M.S. in Physical 
Education at Purdue University with a concentration in Sport 
Sociology. 

Weaver has coached field hockey as an assistant at Connecti- 
cut College and women’s lacrosse as head coach at Williams 
College prior to her work at SSC. In 1982, she led the Sea Gull 
women’s lacrosse team to its first winning season.

Nestled in one of the nation’s most 
magical and historical areas, the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland, Salisbury State 
College effectively combines the relaxed 
yet personable nature of a small college 
education with the rigorous academic 
demands of a major university. 

The recreational pursuits of the Eastern 
Shore are legendary, from the boardwalk 
of Ocean City to the wilderness of Chinco- 
teague Island to the tranquility of Black- 
water Refuge near Cambridge, Md. Only 
30 miles to the east is Ocean City’s 
famous white beach and the 30 miles of 
Assateague Island’s National and State 
Park. 

Salisbury, Wicomico’s county seat and 
the Shore’s major city today, was laid out 
by a charter granted in 1732, the year 
George Washington was born. Progressive 
growth has been characteristic of Salis- 
bury. It has grown over the years from a 
little crossroads town with asmall lumber- 
mill and a few stores into a flourishing 
business center and a chief distributing 
point. 

Founded in 1925, Salisbury State 
College is a four year multi-purpose 
liberal arts and professional college with 


an enrollment of 4,400 full-time under- 
graduate students representing 17 states 
and 13 foreign countries. SSC attracts 
students from throughout Maryland and 
from all its neighboring states including 
Delaware, Virginia, Pennsylvania and 
nearby New Jersey. 

The College offers undergraduate pro- 
grams leading to the Bachelor of Arts and 
Bachelor of Science degrees, and graduate 
programs leading to the Master of Arts in 
English, History and Psychology, the 
Master of Education, the Master of Science 
in Nursing and the Master of Business 
Administration. 


Salisbury State’s undergraduate pro- 
gram became more defined in 1984 with 
the alignment of the College’s major 
programs into five distinct schools of 
learning: the School of Professional 
Studies; the School of Nursing and Health 
Sciences; the School of Business; the 
School of Liberal Arts; and the School of 
Science.
